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A  NEW  HENRY  I  PENNY  OF  CAMBRIDGE 


Following  our  acquisition  of  the  unpublished  Henry  I  type  XII  penny  of  Bristol 
(December  Bulletin ),  we  have  now  been  very  fortunate  in  procuring  yet  another 
unpublished  Henry  I  penny,  but  from  the  mint  of  Cambridge.  The  new  coin  is  of 
type  V  which  is  unknown  for  Cambridge;  indeed  no  Henry  I  pennies  arc  known  for 
the  mint.  The  moneyer’s  name  is  Frise  who  is  last  recorded  on  a  William  Rufus  type 
II  penny  published  in  the  Stockholm  Sylloge,  no.  180.  There  is  therefore  a  gap  ol 
seven  types,  or  about  twenty  years,  between  William’s  type  II  and  Henry’s  type  V 
during  which  time  Frise  was  presumably  still  striking  coins. 

The  inscriptions  on  the  new  penny  are: 

Obv.  -T  hENRic  :  re  T  :  Rev.  frise  :  on  :  grata  • 

The  coin  is  beautifully  preserved  and  is  amongst  the  hnest  known  specimens  ol 
this  rare  type  (the  hnest  being  the  Grueber  specimen  in  the  B.M.).  It  shows  on  the 
obverse  a  facing  bust  of  the  king  holding  a  sceptre.  'The  detail  is  excellent  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  a  chain  attached  to  the  king’s  breast-plate  which  runs  down  his 
left  side  and  would  have  been  connected  to  the  hilt  of  a  sword.  Chains  such  as  these 
also  retained  the  helm  and  dagger  during  the  1 3th  and  14th  Centuries. 
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On  the  reverse  there  is  a  cross  potent,  voided  and  pierced;  in  each  angle  a  trefoil. 
The  coin  weighs  20.1  grains. 


AN  EARLY  BRITISH  QUARTER  STATER 

A  Comment  by  John  Cutting 


I  refer  to  Mr.  Roy  Allen's  note  on  “A  Find  of  an  Early  British  Quarter  Stater"  in 
your  January  1978  issue.  If  we  follow  Derek  Allen's  classification  of  the  Early  British 
material  then  this  coin  is  a  splendid  example  of  his  class  “British  O”.  Seven  find 
spots  for  coins  in  this  class  are  noted  in  his  Gazetteer,  centred  on  the  Sussex  coast 
and  including  one  previous  find  on  Hengistbury  Head.  The  obverse  design  is  clearly 
derived  from  Allen's  class  “D"  Gallo-Belgic  quarter  stater  and  this,  I  am  convinced, 
is  derived  from  a  Roman  “Wolf  and  Twins"  reverse  such  as  the  silver  didrachm 
Sydenham  S6  of  around  250  b.c.  The  fact  that  the  Roman  coin  precedes  the  Gallo- 
Belgic  by  180  years  I  find  no  bar  to  this  idea,  with  coins  being  hoarded,  lost,  re¬ 
discovered  and  put  back  into  circulation.  Incidentally  the  c.70-5  b.c.  (75  to  70 
presumably)  date  given  in  Roy  Allen's  note  would  seem  more  appropriate  to  “Gallo- 
Belgic  D".  This  “British  O"  com  would  have  been  struck,  I  guess,  around  50  B.c. 
and  lost  not  much  later,  to  judge  from  its  condition.  The  weight  of  21  grains  (5.46 
grammes/stater)  confirms  its  position  among  the  latest  of  the  uninscribed  coins. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  its  specific  gravity  (I  would  expect  about  11.8). 
Weight  and  specific  gravity,  taken  together,  are  very  useful  pointers  in  this  very 
difficult  uninscribed  series. 

After  looking  at  a  lot  of  coins  and  giving  the  matter  much  thought,  I  am 
still  puzzled  by  the  reverse  design  of  “British  O".  Derek  Allen  shows  a  developmental 
sequence  deriving  it  from  the  “Gallo-Belgic  D"  obverse  but  on  this  point  I  disagree 
with  him.  It  could  be  only  an  anti-slip  feature  on  the  punch,  but  the  design  elements 
and  their  arrangement  show  a  uniformity  on  different  punches  that  argues  some 
importance. 

May  I  conclude  by  seeking  help  from  other  readers.  The  “Gallo-Belgic  D" 
quarter  staters  bear  an  obverse  design  the  essence  of  which  I  sketch  above.  I  feel 
there  must  be  a  prototype  for  this  design,  most  likely  in  the  Roman  series.  If  anyone 
has  a  suggestion  I  would  be  very  pleased  to  hear  it.  Incidentally,  the  coin  illustrated 
in  Seaby's  “Standard  Catalogue  of  British  Coins"  (my  copy  is  1970)  and  noted  as 
“British  Class  O”  is  much  more  likely  to  be  “Gallo-Belgic  D"  in  my  opinion. 


TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX 

The  first  stage  of  the  annual  Trial  of  The  Pyx  was  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Worship¬ 
ful  Company  of  Goldsmiths  in  London  on  February  8th.  The  Trial  was  conducted 
as  usual  by  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  Master  I.  H.  Jacob,  Q.c.  before  a  jury  whose 
job  it  is  to  assure  themselves  that  the  U.K.  coinage  (and  this  year  the  New  Zealand 
coinage)  produced  during  1977  was  made  to  the  required  standard. 

This  trial  is  carried  out  annually  by  the  Goldsmiths’  Company  of  the  City  of 
London.  Throughout  the  year,  officers  of  the  Mint  are  required  to  place  coins  in  the 
Pyx  (or  Mint  Box)  for  subsequent  testing.  For  example  one  out  of  every  5,000  cupro¬ 
nickel  coins  minted,  are  set  aside  for  examination  by  a  jury  of  members  of  the 


Company  who  are  sworn  by  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  Senior  Master  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

This  year  the  jury  examined  both  British  and  New  Zealand  coinage.  At  the  first 
stage,  the  Jury  check  and  count  1,375  sovereigns,  5,703  silver  and  cupro-nickel 
Jubilee  crowns,  New  Zealand  dollar  pieces,  silver  maundy  money  and  40,000  other 
British  and  New  Zealand  cupro-nickel  coins.  A  proportion  of  the  coins  are  later  to  be 
weighed,  measured  and  tested  in  the  Assay  Office. 

Following  the  declaration  by  the  Deputy  Director  of  the  Royal  Mint  that  the 
coins  have  been  set  aside  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  the  production  of  the  trial 
plates  by  a  representative  of  the  Department  of  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection, 
the  Queen's  Remembrancer  addresses  the  Jury:  the  following  is  an  extract  of  that 
address 

“The  annual  Trial  of  the  Pyx,  on  which  we  have  once  more  embarked,  forms  a 
part,  however  small,  of  our  national  heritage,  and  at  the  same  time,  it  is  conducted  in 
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the  form  and  spirit  of  our  cultural  traditions.  It  provides  one  of  the  many  threads  that 
closely  and  cordially  link  the  City  of  London  with  the  Law,  and  both  with  the  Crown, 
in  this  event  in  its  Executive  capacity.  It  has  enormous  functional  utility  and  is 
performed  with  due  ceremonial  dignity  and  solemnity.  It  thus  occupies  an  important 
place  in  the  life  of  the  nation,  and  those  like  you,  Members  of  the  Juries,  who  take 
part  in  its  proceedings  fulfil  public  duties  of  great  value  and  responsibility,  though 
they  may  be  unsung  and  even  perhaps  unacknowledged  by  the  public  at  large.  The 
sense  of  national  heritage  is  imparted  to  this  Trial  by  its  great  antiquity  and  its  con¬ 
tinuous  almost  unbroken  history.  The  remote  past  comes  to  life  today,  and  this 
ancient  ceremony  is  in  direct  lineage  with  its  substantially  similar  ancestral  counter¬ 
part,  whose  roots  can  be  traced  back  to  Roman  times  and  certainly  to  Anglo-Saxon 
times,  when  periodical  tests  of  any  new  coinage  were  required  to  be  held.  The 
Norman  Kings,  with  their  instinct  for  statecraft,  entrusted  this  Trial  to  the  Exchequei , 
which  was  a  powerful  and  cardinal  Office  of  State  responsible  for  the  collection  of 
^dues,  duties  and  taxes  payable  to  the  Crown  as  well  as  for  the  mintage  of  new  coins. 
^Trials  of  the  new  coinage  were  held  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen  in  1140  and  in  the 
reign  of  King  Henry  II  in  1180  and  Assayes  were  made  at  the  Exchequer  in  the 
reign  of  King  John  in  1208  of  monies  minted  at  Exeter,  Canterbury,  Lincoln,  York, 
Durham  and  Oxford.  This  was  the  period  of  the  Middle  Ages  when  the  Common 
Law  was  being  formed  and  fashioned  and  developed  as  a  separate  and  distinct  body 
of  law  by  the  great  Judges  of  the  era.  One  of  the  most  outstanding,  crucial  and 
creative  achievements  of  the  Common  Law,  unlike  the  civilian  and  ecclesiastical 
systems  of  law  which  prevailed  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  was  the  continued  use  of 
the  Jury  as  an  instrument  of  trial.  In  England,  the  Jury  was  being  used  as  an  institu¬ 
tion  for  the  ordinary  trials  of  civil  and  criminal  cases  at  the  Assizes,  but  it  was  also 
being  employed  for  trials  in  the  nature  of  inquests,  inquiries  and  investigations  of  all 
kinds.  Perhaps  the  greatest  “inquest”  of  the  nation  ever  carried  out  under  the  Jury 
system  was  what  later  came  to  be  known  as  the  Domesday  Book.  The  Jury  sat  in 
public,  the  witnesses  were  called  before  them  openly  and  examined  orally  and  their 
verdicts,  which  they  were  sworn  to  consider  truly  and  faithfully,  were  delivered 
openly  and  in  public.  England  thus  chose  the  path  of  openness  rather  than  secrecy 
in  its  system  of  trials,  the  method  of  public  participation  and  public  accountability 
rather  than  the  bureaucratic  inquiry  by  a  faceless  body  of  unknown  officials  whose 
arbitrariness  could  not  be  questioned. 

“The  method  of  Trial  by  Jury  is  a  reflection  of  the  oft-quoted  but  basic  principle 
of  the  English  legal  system,  enunciated  by  Lord  Hewart,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  in 
1934, 

•  “that  it  is  not  merely  of  some  importance  but  is  of  fundamental  importance  that 
justice  should  not  only  be  done  but  should  manifestly  and  undoubtedly  be  seen 
to  be  done.” 

“This  is  a  principle  which  harks  back  to  the  Magna  Carta,  and  was  expressed  in  the 
epigrammatic  phrase  of  Jeremy  Bentham  that  the  reason  for  public  trials  is  that 
“Judges  must  be  judged”;  and  this  is  the  principle  which  has  found  expression  in  the 
American  Constitution  in  the  seminal  phrase  “the  due  process  of  law”,  a  phrase 
which  was  first  used  in  an  English  Statute  in  the  late  13th  Century.  Thus  it  was  that, 
as  early  as  1248,  the  Jury  should  have  been  naturally  and  inevitably  chosen  as  the 
instrument  for  determining  that  the  new  coinage  of  the  Realm  should  accord  with  the 
requisite  contemporary  standards  and  specifications.  In  that  year,  in  the  reign  of 
King  Henry  III,  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  were  directed  to  hold  a  trial  of  the 
coinage  before  “a  Jury  consisting  of  12  discreet  and  lawful  citizens  of  London  and 
12  skilful  goldsmiths  of  the  same  place”.  By  1281,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  this 
procedure  had  become  well  established,  and  in  that  year  the  earliest  warrant  we  know 
of  was  issued  constituting  a  Court  for  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  and  commanding  the 
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Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  hold  the  Assaye  “in  such  manner  as  the  King’s  Council 
was  wont  to  do’’.  That  is  why  it  has  been  customary  to  refer  to  this  date  nearly  700 
years  ago  as  the  commencement  date  of  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx;  and  that  is  why  I  have 
referred  to  the  Trial  as  being  conducted  today  as  it  was  in  the  past  in  the  form  and 
spirit  of  our  cultural  traditions.  By  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  the  Jury  ceased 
to  be  a  mixture  of  laymen  and  experts  but  had  become  a  Jury  consisting  entirely  of 
experts  in  the  form  of  “12  of  the  wisest  and  most  discreet  members  of  the  Gold¬ 
smiths’  Company’’;  and  in  the  16th  and  17th  Centuries,  the  Juries  were  summoned 
by  a  warrant  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Sovereign  which  was  addressed  to  “my 
loving  friends,  the  Wardens  of  the  Mystery  of  Goldsmiths  of  the  City  of  London’’. 

“So  it  came  about  that  for  the  continuous  period  of  something  like  300  to  400  years 
the  Goldsmiths’  Company  has  furnished  the  Jury  to  test,  assay  and  verify  the  new 
coinage  minted  by  the  Royal  Mint.  The  functional  utility  of  this  Trial  has  always 
lain  and  still  lies  in  its  practical  purpose,  to  ensure  that  the  coins  of  whatever  metal, 
be  it  gold,  silver  or  cupro-nickel  newly  minted  by  the  Royal  Mint  conform  in  every  ^ 
respect,  subject  to  what  is  called  the  statutory  remedy  or  permissible  variations,  with  % 
the  standard,  design,  dimension,  diameter,  weight,  fineness  and  composition  as 
laid  down  from  time  to  time.  For  this  purpose,  you  will  have  heard  Dr.  Gerhard,  the 
Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  confirm  that  the  United  Kingdom  coins  which 
are  to  be  submitted  to  you  have  been  set  aside  in  accordance  with  the  Trial  of  the 
Pyx  Order  1975  and  that  the  New  Zealand  coins  also  to  be  submitted  to  you  have 
been  set  aside  in  accordance  with  relevant  arrangements  made  with  the  New  Zealand 
Government;  and  also  for  this  purpose  the  Trial  Plates  and  standard  coin  weights 
have  been  produced  to  you,  Members  of  the  Juries,  by  Mr.  Samuels,  the  Controller 
of  Weights  and  Measures  Service  of  the  Department  of  Prices  and  Consumer 
Protection.  It  will  be  your  duty  to  test  and  assay  the  coins  which  have  been  so  duly 
set  aside  and  so  submitted  to  you  for  Trial  against  the  Trial  Plates  and  the  standard 
coin  weights. 

“Before  1871,  the  Trial  used  to  take  place  under  a  Warrant  issued  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  Treasury,  but  since  that  date  by  virtue  ol  the  Coinage  Act  1870  and  now 
the  Coinage  Act  1971  and  the  Statutory  instrument  made  thereunder,  the  Trial  of  the 
Pyx  has  been  clothed  with  the  statutory  authority  and  it  is  held  under  a  Warrant 
issued  by  the  Lord  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury.  Accordingly,  since  1871  under 
the  same  statutory  provisions,  but  I  am  sure  with  your  willing  acquiescence,  the 
Trial  has  been  held  in  the  Goldsmiths’  Hall  and  presided  over  by  the  Queen’s 
Remembrancer,  so  that  this  year  is  the  108th  Anniversary  of  the  Trial  which  has 
been  held  in  this  historic  building  under  the  direction  of  the  Queen's  Remembrancer. 

Members  of  the  Juries,  there  is  now  a  matter  of  great  pride  and  great  import  which  1^ 
would  like  to  draw  to  your  attention  and  that  is,  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  of 
New  Zealand  have  once  again  entrusted  the  manufacture  of  certain  silver  and  cupro¬ 
nickel  coins  to  the  Royal  Mint,  who  have,  I  am  ausre,  very  gladly  undertaken  this 
task;  and,  therefore,  you  will  have  the  additional  but  welcome  duty  and  responsibility 
to  undertake  the  Trial  not  only  of  United  Kingdom  coins,  but  also  of  New  Zealand 
coins. 

“Members  of  the  Juries,  this  year  your  task  will  be  almost  the  same  as  it  was  last 
year.  The  total  value  of  the  coins  in  relation  to  which  you  will  be  giving  your  verdicts 
is  about  the  same  as  it  was  last  year.  This  year  the  total  of  the  United  Kingdom 
coinage  is  about  35*  millions  compared  with  35 J  millions  last  year  and  the  total 
value  of  the  New  Zealand  coinage  is  just  over  3  million  dollars  as  compared  with 
3]  millions  last  year.  So  far  as  the  United  Kingdom  coinage  is  concerned,  although 
the  total  is  very  much  the  same  as  the  total  last  year,  we  have  been  threatened  on  the 
highest  authority  that  our  standard  of  living  will  be  improved  and  even  that  the 
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money  in  our  pockets  will  increase.  I  rather  think  that  you  may  feel,  as  I  do,  that  this 
is  a  threat  which  we  are  all  prepared  to  face  with  due  composure. 

‘‘Members  of  the  Juries,  from  early  times  the  Law,  which  is  an  essential  instrument 
of  the  social  fabric  and  which  plays  such  a  ubiquitous  part  in  our  national  life,  has 
played  a  very  considerable  part  in  this  Trial,  for  it  was  the  Barons  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  who  were  commanded  to  hold  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx.  On  occasions,  the 
Trial  was  presided  over  by  the  Sovereign  himself  and  at  oft-times  it  was  presided 
over  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  person  attended  by  the  Lord  Treasurer  and  other 
Lords  of  the  Council  and  Officers  of  State.  Today,  in  accordance  with  statute,  the 
Law  is  represented  in  the  person  of  the  Queen's  Remembrancer  who  is  the  last 
surviving  Officer  of  the  former  Court  of  the  Exchequer. 


“Members  of  the  Juries,  I  have  concluded  my  task,  so  that  you  may  begin  yours. 
I  am  confident  that  you  will  now  proceed  to  carry  out  your  duties  and  responsi¬ 
bilities  which  have  ever  been  performed  by  your  predecessors  with  scrupulous  care, 
faithfully,  diligently  and  skilfully  and  to  enable  you  to  do  so,  I  adjourn  this  Trial 
from  today  to  May  the  5th  next,  when  I  hope  to  attend  to  receive  your  verdicts.” 


MODERN  LOW  MINTAGE  ISSUES 

^  * 

A  most  extraordinary  document  has  recently  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Editors. 
Its  title — “The  Secret  Low  Mintage  Coins  of  the  Franklin  Mint.  A  Study  revealing 
the  lowest  mintage  of  circulating  legal  tender  coins  ever  struck  and  circulated.” 

The  report  describes  and  details  the  findings  of  Dr.  Hochschild  and  Douglas 
Schneible's  one  and  a  half  years  investigation  which  took  them  to  twelve  countries 
around  the  world  seeking  to  discover  and  confirm  the  existence  of  these  low  mintage 
coins. 

What  their  findings  purport  to  show  is  that,  incredible  as  it  may  seem,  strikings  o 
circulating  coins  with  mintage  figures  of  less  than  100  examples  have  been  made  by 
the  Franklin  Mint  in  recent  years,  by  order  of  the  Central  Banks  of  the  countries 
concerned. 

Countries  for  which  these  ultra-low  figures  relate  are  as  follows,  with  the  lowest 
details  in  brackets : 

Bahamas  ($10,  1976,  77 — 100  struck);  Barbados  ($5  and  ($10,  1975  and  1976 — 

250  struck);  Belize  ($10,  1975 — 117  struck);  British  Virgin  Islands  ($1,  1976 — 

1,044  struck);  Cook  Islands  ($100,  1975,  76,  77 — 50  struck);  Guyana  ($5,  1976 — 

440  struck);  Jamaica  ($5,  1976—56  struck);  Panama  (50  cents,  1975 — 2,000 

•  struck);  Papua  New  Guinea  (10  kina,  1975,  77 — 82  struck);  Philippines  (5  piso, 
1975 — 5,877  struck);  Trinidad  and  Tobago  ($10,  1972, 75, 76 — 125  struck). 

What,  you  may  ask,  would  be  the  point  of  such  low  strikings  ?  Certainly  not 
commercial  profit — one  does  not  need  to  be  in  the  business  of  making  coins  to  know 
that  mintage  figures  as  outlined  in  this  report  could  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  business 
enterprise — or  could  it  ?  Looking  closer  at  this  intriguing  document  it  becomes  clear 
that  the  Franklin  Mint  required  a  nominal  value  of  approximately  $1,000  worth  of 
each  denomination  of  circulating  coins  to  be  ordered  by  the  sponsoring  Central  Bank 
sufficient  to  establish  the  “Circulating  Legal  Tender”  status  of  its  proof  and  specimen 
sets  sold  to  collectors. 

It  is  certainly  no  coincidence  that  each  of  the  low  mintage  coins  detailed  in  the 
report  have  their  counterpart  in  proof  examples  contained  in  the  sets. 

One  is  tempted  to  ask  readers,  if  this  is  true,  do  they  feel  that  collectors  of  modern 
coins  should  be  considered  “fair  game”  for  a  company's  money-making  product, 
and  is  it  possible  that  some  collectors  may  feel  that  they  have  had  an  unfair  advantage 
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taken  of  them.  The  irony  of  the  situation  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  the  much 
publicised  Franklin  Mint  proof  sets  are  now  worth  very  much  less  than  when  thev 
were  purchased,  whereas  some  of  the  unpublicised  low-mintage  coins  have  increased 
in  value  over  a  hundred  times  in  a  single  year! 

These  low  mintage  circulating  coins  are,  however,  “fair  game"  for  collectors  of 
modern  coins.  We  have  only  quoted  the  lowest  mintage  figures  which  are  for  the 
larger  denominations;  in  the  lower  values  numbers  struck  run  into  four  or  five 
figures,  but  still  may  be  considered  extremely  low  for  genuine  circulating  legal 
tender.  To  the  genuine  collector  of  genuine  modern  coins  we  can  only  say  “Good 
Hunting”.

THE  WRECK  OF  THE  ROYAL  CHARTER

Shipping  was  vital  to  the  prosperity  of  Victorian  Britain.  In  1861,  excluding  river 
steamers,  20,285  vessels,  employing  171,957  men,  were  registered  as  being 
engaged  in  the  home  and  foreign  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Of  these  997  were 
steamers,  the  balance  sailing  ships.  Unfortunately  the  density  of  traffic  and  lack  of 
refined  navigational  aids  meant  that  wrecks  were  an  almost  daily  occurrence:  between 


1875  and  1902  15,693  British  vessels,  excluding  the  Navy,  were  totally  lost  at  sealP 
with  45,478  lives  lost.  In  no  year  did  the  number  of  vessels  lost  fall  below  341  (1900) 
or  the  number  of  lives  below  876  (1897). 

An  interesting  numismatic  allusion  to  the  perils  of  the  sea  at  this  period  is  a 
shilling  of  1819  in  my  collection  pierced  for  suspension  and  engraved:  fy(£/Royal 
Charter/26.  Oct.  1859  (in  four  lines).  It  is  unusual  to  be  able  to  relate,  even  partially, 
the  story  behind  so  many  privately  engraved  coins.  It  is  therefore  the  more  satisfactory 
that  there  are  some  hard  facts  concerning  the  circumstances  of  the  issue  of  this 
particular  piece,  to  which  reasonable  speculation  may  be  added. 

The  Royal  Charter  was  built  at  Sandycroft,  near  Chester,  from  designs  by  Mr. 
Grimrod  of  Liverpool.  Originally  intended  as  a  sailing  vessel,  she  was  purchased 
while  on  the  stocks  by  xMessrs.  Gibbs,  Bright  &  Co.,  and  transformed  into  a  screw 
steamer.  She  was  an  iron  ship  of  2749  tons  register,  engines  of  300  horsepower,  320 
feet  long  with  a  beam  of  41  feet  6  inches.  She  was  launched  on  30  August  1855. 


THE  WRECK  OF  THE  ROYAL  CHARTER

Terrible  storms  lashed  the  coasts  of  Britain  during  the  night  of  Tuesday/Wednes¬ 
day  25/26  October  1859.  Royal  Charter  was  en  route  from  Melbourne  to  Liverpool, 
with  Captain  Taylor  at  the  helm,  when  she  was  wrecked  on  the  rocks  at  Molfre,  Red 
Wharf  Bay,  in  Anglesey,  early  on  the  Wednesday  morning.  Verbatim  extracts  from 
the  Times  for  27  and  28  October  1859  fill  in  the  details  more  graphically  than  I  can: 

Letter  from  the  carpenter  to  his  wife : 

Molfre,  Red  Wharf  Bay,  Oct.  26. 
“My  dear  wife — I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  ship  is  a  complete  wreck.  She  has 
gone  to  pieces  this  morning  about  5  o’clock.  There  are  only  about  25  to  30  of  us  saved 
out  of  about  400  souls. 

Dear  wife,  give  my  love  to  the  children,  and  tell  them  I  shall  be  home  almost  as 
soon  as  the  letter. 

Remember  me  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rodgers  and  all  enquiring  friends.  I  shall  tell  you 
all  about  it  when  I  come  home.  So  no  more  at  present,  from  your  affectionate  husband, 
pVilliam  Foster.” 

Letter  from  the  boatswain  to  his  wife  dated  26  Oct. : 

“I  have  melancholy  news  to  tell  you.  The  vessel  was  completely  wrecked  last 
night  in  Red  Wharf  Bay,  during  a  tremendous  gale  from  N.N.W.  All  hands  lost, 
except  in  my  judgement  25.  Thank  God  I  am  saved.  The  carpenter  and  myself  are 
the  only  ones  of  the  officer  department  who  have  escaped.” 

The  Times  Liverpool  correspondent  filed  the  following  report  for  the  28  October 
issue: 

“From  Messrs.  Wagstaff  and  Gregory,  of  this  town,  who  visited  the  scene  of  the 
wreck  yesterday,  we  learn  that  the  spectacle  was  most  heartrending.  The  rocks  were 
covered  with  corpses  of  men  and  women  mutilated  most  frightfully.  The  shore  and 
rocks  were  strewed  with  sovereigns  which  the  passengers  had  vainly  attempted  to 
save  with  themselves. 

Judging  from  the  evidence  we  have  obtained,  it  would  appear  that  the  Royal 
Charter ,  fearing  to  run  for  the  Mersey  in  such  a  storm,  had  hove-to,  and  having 
drifted  to  Dulas  Bay,  let  go  her  anchors,  keeping  her  screw  working  to  ease  the 
cables. 

A  rescued  passenger  states  that  the  vessel  rode  safely,  burning  blue  lights  and 
rockets  until  her  masts  were  cut  away,  when  the  screw  ceased  to  work,  and  she  went 
on  the  rocks  at  2  a.m.  on  Wednesday  and  broke  up  about  7.  The  probability  is  that 
the  wreck  fouled  the  screw.  It  is  stated  that  after  she  struck  a  negro  [a  later  report  says 

t  Portuguese  sailor,  Joseph  Rogers]  swam  ashore  with  a  hawser,  by  which  two  men 
ere  saved,  and  there  was  every  probability  of  numbers  more  reaching  land,  when 
the  vessel  split  amid-ships  letting  her  engines  and  passengers  through.  The  survivors 
could  not  explain  how  they  got  ashore.” 

More  detail  comes  from  the  Times  reporter  who  sent  a  report  from  Molfre  Bay  on 
Thursday  evening : 

“The  ill  fated  vessel  sailed  from  Melbourne  on  the  26th  of  August,  having  on 
board  388  passengers,  of  whom  63  occupied  the  saloon,  and  a  crew,  including  officers 
of  1 12  persons.  While  the  ship  was  passing  Queenstown  [Cobh],  on  Monday  morning, 
13  of  the  passengers  landed  in  a  pilot  boat.  On  Tuesday  morning,  at  11  o’clock,  the 
Royal  Charter  spoke  the  steam-tug  United  Kingdom,  which,  instead  of  returning  to 
port  with  riggers  who  had  been  assisting  in  the  working  of  a  ship  to  Cardiff,  trans¬ 
ferred  11  of  the  riggers  to  the  Royal  Charter,  Captain  Taylor  having  kindly  agreed  to 
take  them  to  Liverpool;  so  that  there  were  on  board  at  the  time  of  the  wreck  498 
souls,  and  of  these  only  39  were  saved. 
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The  loss  of  life  on  this  sad  occasion  was  459  persons.  The  Royal  Charter  had  on 
board  a  large  amount  of  specie  on  freight,  the  exact  amount  of  which  cannot  be 
ascertained,  as  all  the  ship’s  papers  have  been  lost,  but  it  was  variously  estimated  bv 
the  surviving  passengers  and  crew  at  from  500,000  1.  to  800,000  1.  [later  said  to  be 
£700,000-£800,000,  much  of  which  was  recovered].  One  of  the  saloon  passengers, 
who  was  drowned,  was  stated  to  have  had  in  his  possession  gold  to  the  value  of  10,000 
1.” 

On  the  scene  not  long  afterwards  was  Charles  Dickens,  who  spent  the  Christmas 
of  1859  at  Molfre.  As  a  result  the  village  and  parish  form  the  subject  of  a  chapter  in 
the  Uncommercial  Traveller. 

Many  of  the  victims  of  the  wreck  were  buried  in  neighbouring  churchyards.  The 
handful  of  survivors,  two  thirds  of  whom  were  crew  and  one  third  passengers,  in¬ 
cluded  a  seaman  named  Henry  Evans.  Was  this  “H.E”,  the  subject  of  the  engraved 
coin  ?  Perhaps  the  shilling  was  in  his  pocket  at  the  time  of  the  wreck,  and  has  thus 
been  through  the  events  described  above.  As  has  been  said  before,  if  only  coins  could1 
talk . . .

3.  1791-1794 

These  coins,  minted  in  England,  are  generally  well  known  to  collectors  and  need 
little  introduction.  The  only  question  seems  to  be  what  to  call  the  coins  as  for  many 
years  they  have  been  described  in  multiples  of  cash.  Major  Pridmore  describes  them 
as  Pice  or  Reas  but  whilst  in  his  notes  he  states  that  the  reas  was  a  money  of  account 
these  denominations  are  then  used  in  his  listing  of  the  various  coins.  It  would  seem 
that  the  most  likely  name  for  the  coins  at  the  time  they  were  in  use  would  be  Pice  as 
this  was  a  denomination  of  long  standing  and  indeed  was  used  almost  entirely  for  the 
base  metal  coins  of  Bombay  until  1830.  I  have  therefore  listed  these  coins  as  Pice  but 
the  equivalent  values  are  given  for  ease  of  reference.

As  with  other  series  of  E.I.C.  coins  struck  in  England  there  is  a  proliferation  of 
proofs  and  these  are  again  sometimes  easier  to  find  than  the  currency  coins. 

The  14  Pice  coins  were  not  popular  as  they  tended  to  be  confused  with  the 
Double  Pice,  which  is  hardly  surprising  for  the  population  were  accustomed  to  Pice 
and  Double  Pice  whilst  never  having  experienced  this  new  denomination  in  their 
currency.  According  to  Pridmore  the  \\  Pice  was  not  issued  for  circulation  in  1794 
although  I  have  noted  two  offered  for  sale  as  circulation  coins.  These  were  probably 
proofs  or  mistaken  Double  Pice.  I  also  noted  a  gilt  proof  1|-  Pice  of  1794  which  is 
not  recorded  by  Pridmore.  It  is  quite  likely  that  this  was  wrongly  described  and  was 
in  fact  either  one  of  1791  or,  more  likely,  a  Double  Pice.  Modern  day  dealers  may 
also  find  some  confusion  over  the  size  of  these  coins!  If,  however,  this  coin  does 
exist  then  it  would  be  very  rare,  probably  rating  R6  or  R7.  There  is  a  Pattern  14  Pice 
in  the  British  Museum  with  small  scales  and  straight  grained  edge  (the  usual  graining 
of  these  coins  is  oblique).  I  have  been  unable  to  find  another  specimen  and  it  should 
therefore  rate  R7. 

The  Pice  of  1791  is  the  most  easy  to  find  of  all  the  currency  coins  and  it  is  the 
only  one  which  appears  as  regularly  as  most  of  the  copper  proofs. 

The  gilt  proofs  are  the  most  difficult  of  these  coins  to  find,  as  the  evidence 
shows,  with  the  Half  Pice  of  1794  being  the  rarest  of  all.  The  AE  proofs  occur  in 
either  copper  or  bronze  and  they  appear  with  almost  equal  regularity.  With  a  total  of 
138  proofs  and  65  currency  coins  in  this  survey  we  again  have  the  situation  where 
proofs  are  more  easy  to  obtain  than  currency  coins.  Again  this  is  probably  due  to  the 
currency  coins  being  shipped  across  the  world  with  the  proofs  remaining  in  this 
country.  This  was  the  period  in  which  coin  collecting  first  became  popular  and,  no 
doubt,  many  of  the  proofs  were  put  into  these  early  collections. 

The  minting  of  1794  would  seem  to  be  altogether  smaller  than  that  of  1791  due, 
most  likely,  to  there  being  good  quantities  of  the  1791  issue  still  circulating.  According 
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to  my  own  calculations  the  total  coinage  for  the  two  dates  did  not  exceed  one  million 
coins  which  is  not  a  large  number. 

The  ease  with  which  the  currency  coins,  AE  proofs  and  gilt  proofs  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  can  possibly  be  judged  from  my  own  collection  which  contains  three  currency 
coins,  eight  AE  proofs  and  none  of  the  gilt  proofs.

The  evidence  collected  suggests  that  none  of  these  coins  are  of  any  great  rarity 
although  the  mule  2  Pice  is  possibly  rarer  than  the  survey  indicates.  Whilst  this  coin 
has  appeared  three  times  in  dealers’  lists — in  1962,  1973  and  1975  it  is  possible  that 
the  same  coin  had  been  involved  each  time. 


Again  the  AE  proofs  appear  as  copper  or  bronze  but,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  discover,  they  show  up  in  fairly  equal  proportions. 

The  gilt  proofs  are  the  most  difficult  to  find  although  this  is  not  evident  with  the 
1  Pice. 

My  own  collection  contains  all  of  these  coins  with  the  exception  of  the  mule, 
currency  2  Pice  and  the  AL  proof  \  Pice.

Gold  from  Ilfracombe.  The  possibility  of  a  buried  treasure  trove  beneath  the  sands  of 
an  Ilfracombe  beach  has  sparked  off  a  pilgrimage  of  amateur  fortune  hunters. 

Eight  early  18th-century  Portuguese  coins  have  been  discovered  just  below  the  surface  of 
Rapparee  Beach,  and  it  is  thought  they  could  be  worth  up  to  £10,000. 

Two  Ilfracombe  teenagers — Peter  Richards,  of  3  Queens  Avenue,  and  Andrew  Douse,  of 
65  Princess  Avenue — started  off  the  “gold  rush”  last  week  when  their  metal  detector  turned  up 
a  Portuguese  gold  coin  dated  1725.  Subsequently  this  week  Keith  Harker,  of  Kingsley  Avenue, 
Ilfracombe,  home  on  leave  from  the  army,  discovered  four  similar  coins  and  a  Barnstaple  man 
has  also  come  up  with  three.  The  coins  are  believed  to  be  four  and  eight  escudos — known  as 
Joannes — from  the  reign  of  John  V  of  Portugal.  They  are  thought  to  have  come  from  the  barque 
London  which  went  down  in  storms  in  Rapparee  Cove  in  October  1796  with  the  loss  of  46  lives. 
She  was  a  prize  ship  from  Admiral  Rodney’s  fleet  on  her  way  to  Bristol  from  St.  Lucia  in  the 
West  Indies. 

The  coins  are  now  with  the  Receiver  of  Wrecks  at  Appledore.  The  receiver,  Mr.  Dave 
Garrett,  said  coins  found  usually  went  up  for  auction  with  the  finder  being  given  a  reward. 
|He  warned  that  anyone  who  found  coins  and  did  not  hand  them  over  to  the  authorities  ran  the 
risk  of  a  £100  fine  and  forfeiting  any  reward. — North  Devon  Journal-Herald,  10  th  January. 

Roman  Coins  Treasure  Trove.  A  hoard  of  nearly  3,000  Roman  silver  coins,  described 
as  one  of  the  biggest  finds  in  Britain  since  the  war,  was  judged  to  be  treasure  trove  by  an  inquest 
jury  at  Telford  yesterday.  But  Mr.  David  Merrick,  33,  of  Southfield  Road,  Much  Wenlock, 
Shropshire,  who  ploughed  up  the  coins  on  farmland  stands  to  receive  a  substantial  reward 
from  the  British  Museum. — Daily  Telegraph ,  18 th  February. 


Smithsonian  Institution  to  acquire  world-famous  Chase  Manhattan  numismatic 
collection.  One  of  the  most  famous  numismatic  collections  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States — the  Chase  Manhattan  bank  money  collection — has  been  transferred  to  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.  Formal  agreement  papers  were  signed  16th  January  in  a  Washington  ceremony  by 
S.  Dillon  Ripley,  secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  David  Rockefeller,  chairman, 
Chase  Manhattan  bank. 

The  collection,  the  major  portion  of  which  was  formed  by  numismatic  immortal  Farran 
Zerbe,  consists  of  more  than  24,000  specimens.  The  collection  will  be  maintained  in  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Numismatics  of  the  National  Museum  of  History  and  Technology  by  Dr.  Vladimir  and 
Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli,  curators  of  the  division. 

Members  of  the  public  will  be  able  to  view  highlights  from  the  Chase  Manhattan  bank 
money  collection  at  a  special  exhibition  to  be  planned  by  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli  within  the  year. 
According  to  the  terms  of  the  special  loan/gift  agreement,  the  collection  will  remain  on  loan  at 
the  Smithsonian  for  up  to  10  years,  with  the  bank’s  expressed  intention  to  donate  the  collection 
to  the  institution  by  the  end  of  the  loan  period. 

“It  is  a  privilege  to  present  this  large  and  very  famous  collection  to  the  American  people 
through  this  distinguished  and  world  renowned  institution,”  Mr.  Rockefeller  said. 

I  “New  Yorkers  have  enjoyed  it  for  many  years,  and  now  it  is  our  pleasure  to  make  it  available 
to  the  nation  where  millions  of  visitors  from  here  and  abroad  will  see  and  enjoy  it  as  part  of  the 
national  numismatic  collection  at  the  Smithsonian.” 

Secretary  Ripley  said : 

“The  Chase  Manhattan  bank  money  collection  will  fill  a  number  of  gaps  in  our  existing 
history  of  money  and  medals  collection.  It  will  provide  us  with  many  very  rare  examples  of 
currency  from  primitive  times  to  the  present  which  would  probably  never  be  assembled  again. 
We  are  proud  to  add  this  collection  to  our  national  treasures,”  he  said,  “and  are  grateful  to  the 
bank  for  its  generosity  in  making  this  available  to  the  nation.” 

The  Chase  Manhattan  collection  was  originally  acquired  from  Farran  Zerbe,  one  of  the 
early  American  Numismatic  Association  presidents  (1907-1909)  and  one-time  owner  of  The 
Numismatist,  official  magazine  of  the  ANA. 

Zerbe  spent  40  years  assembling  the  coins,  paper  money  and  primitive  money.  He  served 
as  curator  of  the  collection  when  the  bank  opened  its  museum  to  the  public  in  1929. — Coin 
World,  1st  February.

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MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
THE  ASHANTI  WAR,  1873-74 

By  R.  A.  Wyvill 
{Continued  from  page  100) 

This  stage  of  the  battle  was  indeed  critical,  with  Ashantis  infiltrated  between 
the  columns,  and  the  centre  of  the  square  around  Ejinasi  on  the  defensive. 
Casualties  were  mounting,  and  the  23rd  was  ordered  to  support  the  right;  a 
further  support  of  two  Rifle  Brigade  companies  proved  necessary.  Rifleman 
Gilham  described  the  difficulties  which  faced  the  ordinary  soldier : 

“We  cut  our  way  right  and  left  into  the  jungle  with  our  cutlasses,  lying 
down  in  the  underwood,  standing  behind  trees  for  cover,  pegging  in  where 
we  could,  and  forming  a  semi-circle  to  the  front;  but  the  foliage  was  so 
dense  that  it  was  like  being  in  a  net,  and  the  farther  we  went  the  thicker  it 
seemed  to  get,  so  that  I  don’t  believe  we  advanced  a  hundred  yards  during 
the  whole  of  the  fight.” 

It  was  with  considerable  relief  that  Wolseley  heard  the  roar  of  the  Ashanti 
muskets  abate.  The  Ashantis  melted  away  from  the  right  flank,  only  to  return 
and  attack  the  rear,  and  the  base  at  Kwaman.  To  meet  this  new  threat,  four 
companies  of  the  Rifles  were  despatched  to  defend  the  lines  of  communication, 
and  to  relieve  Kwaman,  held  only  by  a  few  West  Indian  troops.  Although  the 
attacks  were  beaten  off,  the  position  along  the  supply  line  remined  dangerous, 
and  between  Kwaman  and  Insafu,  Colley’s  body  of  carriers  panicked  and  fled, 
losing  a  quantity  of  supplies.  It  was  not  until  midnight  that  the  Ashanti  attacks 
ceased,  except  for  a  final  assault  on  Kwaman  at  3  a.m. 

Contemporary  assessment  put  the  numbers  of  Ashantis  engaged  at  Amoafu 
at  about  12,000,  with  estimated  losses  of  possibly  a  thousand  dead  and  the  same 
number  wounded.  Wolseley ’s  force  had  been  lucky;  four  men  dead,  and  218 
wounded,  more  than  half  of  whom  belonged  to  the  42nd.  Had  the  Ashantis 
been  armed  with  more  effective  weapons,  the  casualty  rate  would  have  been 
considerably  higher. 

After  destroying  the  town  of  Bekwai  on  February  1st,  Wolseley  made 
Amoafu  his  headquarters  and  forward  base.  The  same  day,  the  Ashantis 
attacked  Fomena,  twenty  miles  to  the  rear,  destroying  most  of  the  town  with 
the  exception  of  the  hospital  and  storehouse.  Although  the  attack  was  beaten 
off  by  the  native  garrison,  the  Ashantis  continued  to  wreak  havoc  along  the 
supply  lines.  With  15  miles  to  cover  to  Kumasi,  Wolseley  decided  to  leave  a 
supply  stockpile  at  Amoafu,  and  strike  for  the  Ashanti  capital  with  a  self 
sufficient  force.  The  army  set  off  on  2nd  February.  Because  of  the  interruption 
to  supplies,  the  men  were  asked  to  make  four  days  supplies  last  for  six.  Regi¬ 
mental  baggage  was  stacked  at  Agyemamu,  where  it  was  protected  by  hastily 
formed  entrenchments,  and  guarded  by  those  men  too  sick  with  fever  to  go 
further.  On  the  way  to  the  river  Oda,  a  number  of  ambuscades  were  met,  and 
slowly  overrun.  The  army  encamped  on  3rd  February  on  the  banks  of  the 
river  where  engineers  laboured  all  night  to  fling  a  bridge  across.  Violent 
storms  lashed  the  camp,  leaving  the  troops  cold  and  their  uniforms  drenched; 
the  only  consolation  was  that  the  Ashantis  did  not  attack,  possibly  because  the 
rain  made  their  muskets  impossible  to  fire. 

Within  half  a  mile  of  crossing  the  river  in  the  morning,  the  army  came 
under  heavy  fire  from  a  reconstituted  Ashanti  army  which  included  King 
Kofi  Karikari  himself.  The  usual  Ashanti  horseshoe  formation  was  centred  on 
the  village  of  Odasu,  with  the  flanks  insinuated  into  the  bush  either  side  of  the 
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track.  This  time  the  Rifle  Brigade  led  the  advance,  in  short  rushes  covered  by 
Are  from  the  7  pounder  guns.  Stanley  reported  the  sounds  of  battle  for  his 
readers : 

.  we  sat  dowrn  in  the  road  to  listen  to  the  awful  sound  of  battle,  the 
ripping,  tearing  sound  of  hundreds  of  fast-firing  Sniders,  the  sonorous 
volleys  of  the  Ashantee  guns,  and  the  harsh  barking  of  Rait’s  artillery. 

It  took  three  hours  to  capture  Odasu,  whereupon  the  army  was  engaged  with 
Ashanti  in  the  bush  in  front,  attacking  both  sides  of  the  village,  and  making 
flank  attacks  along  the  road.  The  main  body,  and  the  baggage  was  swiftly  called 
up  into  the  village;  those  Ashanti  closing  in  behind  the  column  in  the  hope  of 
plunger  were  disappointed,  and  turned  their  attention  to  destroying  the  camp) — 
but  not  the  bridge — at  the  Oda.  The  42nd  had  spent  most  of  this  battle  in 
reserve,  and  were  relatively  rested,  though  only  just  over  half  strength  as  a 
result  of  wounds  and  sickness.  Wolseley  ordered  them  to  break  through  the 
Ashanti  lines  and,  disregarding  flank  attacks,  dash  to  Kumasi.  Brackenbury 
gives  a  graphic  description : 

“.  .  .  without  stop  or  stay,  the  42nd  rushed  on  cheering,  their  pipes  playing, 
their  officers  to  the  front;  ambuscade  after  ambuscade  was  successfully 
carried,  village  after  village  won  in  succession,  till  the  whole  Ashantis 
broke  and  fled  in  the  wildest  disorder  down  the  pathway  on  their  front  to 
Coomassie.  ' 

By  5.30  p.m.  the  Highlanders  were  in  Kumasi;  once  news  of  this  triumph 
reached  Odasu,  the  defenders  raised  a  mighty  cheer.  Either  because  of  this,  or 
because  of  orders  from  the  Ashanti  command,  the  enemy  ceased  firing,  and 
Wolseley’s  army  was  able  to  march  unhindered  to  the  capital,  where  at  dusk, 
Wolseley  reviewed  his  weary  troops  in  the  market  place.  Losses  in  this  battle 
consisted  of  two  men  dead,  and  66  wounded,  out  of  a  total  of  1,600  involved. 

Kumasi  presented  a  strange  sight.  The  town  was  full  of  armed  Ashantis, 
mingling  with  the  inhabitants,  and  all  eager  to  look  at  the  white  soldiers  before 
quietly  removing  themselves,  their  weapons  and  their  goods.  Wolseley,  with  a 
relatively  small  force,  in  a  strange  town  at  night,  did  no  more  than  site  his 
artillery  carefully  to  command  the  town,  and  arrange  for  pickets  to  discourage 
looting.  Stanley  criticised  him  for  not  disarming  the  inhabitants,  but  Wolseley 
wished  to  avoid  further  clashes  and  still  hoped  to  sign  a  treaty  with  the  King. 

The  next  day,  5th  February,  the  town  was  deserted,  and  the  troops  could 
explore  their  temporary  home.  Streets  wrere  wide  and  spacious;  the  town  was 
clean,  with  well  built  houses.  Most  correspondents  treated  themselves  to  a 
visit  to  the  “death  grove  ’  near  to  the  palace,  where  the  bodies  of  sacrificial 
victims  were  thrown.  The  stench  was  appalling,  and  the  mere  description  of  the 
place  made  Wolseley  ill.  Messages  were  received  from  the  King,  indicating 
that  he  would  arrive  to  make  his  submission  during  the  day,  but  the  town 
remained  deserted.  In  the  afternoon  and  evening,  rain  poured  down,  and 
Wolseley,  short  of  supplies  and  fearing  that  the  rainy  season  was  about  to  start, 
decided  to  return  to  the  coast.  The  royal  palace  had  not  been  cleared  of  its 
treasures,  although  the  Ashantis  had  removed  some  of  the  contents  during  the 
night.  Many  gruesome  objects  remained,  including  the  death  drum,  decorated 
with  skulls  and  thighbones;  prize  agents  were  appointed,  to  sort  out  items  of 
value  which  were  taken  back  to  Cape  Coast  and  there  sold.  The  engineers  also 
worked  through  the  night,  placing  charges  to  destroy  the  palace. 

At  dawn  on  6th  February,  the  tired  force  marched  out  of  Kumasi,  leaving 
behind  the  42nd  to  cover  the  engineers  and  labourers  who  set  the  tow'n  alight 
and  detonated  the  explosive  in  the  palace.  The  road  to  the  Oda  was  now  a 
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quagmire ;  the  column  struggled  on,  and  had  the  Ashantis  attacked  again,  the 
withdrawal  could  have  become  a  severe  ordeal.  The  bridge  over  the  Oda  was 
under  water,  and  although  part  of  the  force  was  able  to  cross,  the  bridge 
collapsed  and  was  swept  away.  The  remaining  troops  waded  and  swam  across. 
The  march  continued  to  Fomena,  where  the  column  halted,  having  run  out  of 
hammocks  to  take  the  sick.  A  message  was  now  received  from  the  Asantehene, 
agreeing  to  the  treaty;  Wolseley,  although  surprised,  made  a  virtue  of  necessity 
and  agreed  to  remain  at  Fomena  until  13th  February  in  order  to  obtain  a 
proportion  of  the  indemnity. 

While  the  army  rested.  Captain  Sartorius  of  the  6th  Bengal  Cavalry,  with  a 
small  escort  of  Hausas,  rode  into  camp.  Sartorius  had  been  attached  to  Glover’s 
expedition,  which  had  crossed  the  Pra  into  Ashanti  territory,  though  without 
the  numbers  of  native  troops  originally  expected.  Within  20  miles  of  Kumasi, 
Glover  had  been  asked  by  the  Ashantis  for  an  armistice;  the  fear  of  another 
British  force  arriving  from  the  east  had  been  instrumental  in  persuading  the 
King  to  sue  for  peace.  As  promised,  the  King’s  messengers  returned  with 
1,000  ounces  of  gold  as  part  payment  of  the  indemnity,  and  the  signed  treaty, 
whereby  the  Asantehene  renounced  his  claims  to  Denkyera,  Assin,  Akim  and 
Wassaw,  together  with  his  rights  to  Elmina.  Human  sacrifice  was  to  be  limited 
as  a  preliminary  to  its  eventual  abolition.  In  return,  freedom  of  trade  was 
guaranteed  to  Ashanti  traders  wihin  the  protectorate.  Although  the  gold  handed 
over  was  less  than  stipulated,  Wolseley  was  happy  to  accept.  As  Brackenbury 
explained : 

“The  fact  of  a  payment  having  been  made,  the  fact  of  the  King  recognising 
his  defeat,  and  of  his  own  accord  paying  up  a  proportion  of  the  indemnity, 
was  of  vast  importance;  the  amount  which  he  should  pay,  of  little  or  no 
consideration.  The  King  had  made  his  submission.” 

All  that  now  remained  was  to  return  to  Cape  Coast,  Glover’s  force  following 
and  clearing  out  the  bases.  Despite  the  short  campaign  and  the  care  taken,  the 
sickness  rate  among  both  European  and  West  Indian  troops  had  been  alarming ; 
71%  among  the  Europeans,  and  46%  among  the  West  Indians.  The  Naval 
brigade,  which  had  served  in  the  area  for  a  longer  period,  suffered  95% 
sickness.  Most  of  course  recovered  and  were  not  invalided  home,  but  over 
50  Europeans  died  of  disease,  including  a  number  of  the  special  service 
officers. 

The  white  troops  had  embarked  before  the  end  of  February,  to  return  home 
to  a  trimphant  welcome.  Wolseley  himself  was  laden  with  honours  as  much 
for  his  administrative  skills  in  medical  care  and  supply  and  transport,  as  for  his 
battle  successes.  Kofi  Karikari  was  deposed  later  in  the  year,  and  the  Ashanti 
state  broke  up  into  its  separate  parts,  ushering  in  a  twenty  year  period  of  unrest 
and  uncertainty.  The  “scramble  for  Africa”  by  the  major  European  powers 
later  in  the  century  meant  that  two  more  expeditions  were  mounted,  this  time 
destined  to  absorb  Ashanti  into  the  protectorate.
